A  curriculum  unit  will  provide 
students  with  in-class  instruction, 
laboratory  experiments,  resource 
materials  and  projects  that  profile  air 
quality  issues  related  to  smog  production.

Two/        will  be  covered  in  the  non-curricu- 
w       lum  component  of  the  program. 
Students  will  undertake  independent 
studies  of  air  quality  and  meteorological 
monitoring  over  the  course  of  the  school 
year.  They  will  learn  to  monitor  for  ozone, 
particulates,  some  metals,  sulphur  oxides 
and  other  parameters  and  to  conduct 
experiments  and  analysis  using  the 
samples  collected.
